‘ommons, Hon, Mr Daly, in anewer to 
Mr. Gironard, said that the Government 
had sent two agents to the United States 
laut yer to promote the repatriation to 
Canadians Miero wore some 238 Cana 
diss who returned during the year, They 
wottled chiefly in Manitoba, 

Government Orders. 

Sir John Thompson moved that Gov- 
ernment orders have precedence on Wed- 
novdays, after ‘' questions to be put by 
members," for the remainder of tho sos 
sion. 

Mr, Mulock said that the conviction had 
been forced upon his mind that the Gov- 
ernment did not desire that certain bills 
and resolutions should be reached during 
the weasion, He thought that the Govern: 
mont had no right to take private mem- 
bers’ day, thus depriving three mombers 
from prosaing their Dilla, 

Dr. Sproule said that he had received 
information from Montreal last evening 
which «howed that there was no necessity 
for the consideration of Mr, Mutook's bill, 

Sir Join Thompson censured Mr, Mulock 
for his statement that the Government 
dosired to bury any private bill or resolu- 
tion, The bill dealing with the Governor- 
General's expenditure would not havo 
effect until four years from now, and 
surely under tho circumstances this was 
not an urgent case, 

Sir Charles H, Tupper said that before 
tho session opened a number of cattlemen, 
accompanied by Mr, Malock, waited upon 
him asking for rolief. | They complained 
that a combine oxisted among shipowners 
to keep up freight rates. Ho’ naked thom 
to furnish him with proof. one had 
since been forwarded. Hoe th 
# letter of the inspector of cattle shipnienta 
at Montreal, showing that rates at Mont. 
real were lower than at any Amorican port. 
Under the olroumstances he could not eee 
why members opposite should oonstantly 
attempt to alarm the country and continue 
adyooating the passago of a bill for which 
no necessity oxisted. 

The Insolvency Bill. 

Sir John Thompson said that if there 
was time this session the Government 
would introduce the insolvency bill 
the Companies’ Act, Tho insolvency bill 
had been fully considered in the Senate 
and would probably not require much dis- 
cussion in the Bbaue, 

Redistribution of Quebec. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier asked if the Govern- 
ment intended introdnoing a bill for the 
fedistribution of Quoboo this session, Sir 
John Thompson suid he would anewer in a 
day or two. 

Dual Language BIL. 

Mr. McCarthy said that he had a bill on 
the order paper relating to dual languago 
iu the Northwest Territorie&. Because of 
absence from the House his bill had been 
passed twice, Hon, Mr, Daly) had a bill 
dealing with the Northwest Territories on 
the paper, Hoasked if his bill might be 
considered at the same time, 

Sir John Thompson could yive no aa- 
surance, 

Land Grant to Manitoba University, 

Mr, Martin, on motion to go into supply, 
took up the question of the land grant to 
tho University of Manitoba, He rend from 
certain documents to show that the Do- 
minion Government granted certain lands 
to the university unconditionally, It 
would appoar that when tho lands were 
granted tho university Was not a teaching 
institution, but simply granted degrees on 
examination to the successful students of 
Catholic and Protestant schools, Sinco 
the lands were granted the university be- 
came a teaching institution, and immedi- 
ately Archbishop Tache claimed a portion 
of tho lauds for a Qutholic university, Mr, 
‘Martin wsid that the archbishop had ap- 
pealed to the Dominion Government, and 
that the Government had promised to 
divide the lands as suggested, It was a 
matter with which the provincial govern- 
ineat aloue hind any jurisdiction. Why did 
the Government refuse to issue the patents 
to the university ? 

Sir Johu ‘Uhompson was surprised that 
the hou, member should be so urgent in 
his demand for the patents, ainoe the uni- 
Yersity authorities themselves had not made 
soy ccd demand during four long years, 

on, Mr. Laurier blamed the Govern 
ment for not having foyr years ago render- 
ed a decision one way or another, settling 
the question forever, 

Hou. Mr, Daly thought it o singular 
thing that though he had been Minister of 
the literior for eighteen months, he had 
not been appealed to by the University of 
Manitoba if they wore in such haste as 
Mr, Martin had suggesied. He promised 
that since the matter had been brought to 
his attention he would seo that it would be 
dealt with by the Government as speedily 
As possible in a watisfactory mannor. 

Mr, MeCarthy said that the Dominion 
Government had alrendy decided the que 
tion, aud that the reason of dolay was 
because the untvorsity had refused to 
accept the patents upon the conditions 
imposed by the Government. 

Committee of Supply. 

Altor recess the House went into Com 
mitteo of Supply, taking up the item of 
$61,683 for salaries and contingent oxpenses 
of the Senate, which was passed, 

Ou the item of $200,000 for the ‘revision 
of tho votory’ list. Sir John Thompson, in 
reply to Dr. Landerkin, suid ho hoped that 
abont $25,000 would he saved by the pro- 
posed sSangeaiio the Electoral Franchise 
Aci, in each revision, 

In reply to Sir Richard Cartwright, Sir 
John Thompson said that it was proposed 
to adopt tho provincial franchises, and not 
exnctly the provincial lists. The revising 
officer in each constituency would have | 
tho assessment rolls and all the matter 
before him in making the revision. The j 
Redistribution Act of 1892 would be 


brovght into force for the purposes of this 
revision,

Sueh a 
paper entitled, “ My.apology,” was ag 
cordingly prepared by Vilm and sudmitted 
to the president, Charges baying been 
preferred by Rey, F. E Nayort the follow. 
ing brethren were chosen by the president 
to investigate the same: Reve De, Wil- 
liams, Dr, Griffin, Dr. Henderson, John 
Soott and George Riehamlaon. 

Tho president called Upon the secretary 
of the\confererice to read Rev, Mr, Barns’ 
“My apology,” ‘The seerotary read chirge 
1 as follows; “Ho lioldw and teaches 
that the Holy Soriptures ato non-essential; 
ho fiapugns and diseredita the Word of

A company of California Ooxeyites, 
numbering about fifty, who ecime from! the 
Weat and were cau on the river bank, 
report that five of their comrades aro 
talssing. Grave fears are expressed for 
twolvo farilies of squnttera on wn island 
down the river, There is no moans of 
reaching these people at present, 

Tt was sone time before the floods began 
to wabside, Shortly after that time the 
ein came out bright and asx the weary 
night watchers caine forth from thelr 
damp prisons the scone which’ greeted 
them was oppalliog. On overy Hnnd was 
Tulu dnd the property loss 1a enormous, 
Tho carcasses of horses and other animals 
were flouting around in the whirling water | 
and the onrrent in many places could hot 
be stemmed on account of drifting debris, 
Collars aud the first floors of “business 
houses were covered with from eighteen 
{nclies to tires feet of wlimy mad aiid this 
had about completed the rnin’ of many 
stocks which might have escaped with 
only the soaking of the night. 

Tho Missouri Pacific company estimates 
ita loss at $10,000. Six hundred feet of 
double track is washed ont near here. The 
Santa Fo had about 800 feet of’ track 
washed out and the damage, together with 
tho loss of a bridge, will reach $35,000, 

Late in the afternoon the rain again 
began coming down in sheets, Reporte 
caine in from Florence aud Canon City to 
tho effect that the rainstorm there is terri- 
flo, “The water in the Arkansas began to 
rise atonce, and in one hour the gango 
rocorded a rise of one foot, 

Two hundred and fifty fomilies who 
were not harmed by the flood are now in 
great peril, ns tho fonntain sweeps a dif- 
ferent part of the city. Tho police aro 
doing good work in getting the people out, 
No effort !s being made to savo personal 
property. ~

Many cabins along the water 
front have floated off on the’ tide, and 
matiy poor families have Jost all their 
belongings.

Tn the viefiity 
of Ruby Creek thie’ greatest danger is ap- 
yarent, aud several stelithers have been 
Neaputonae to the district.

AALKsuND, Norway, April20.—In four 
days the Waltor Wellina rth polar ox 
pedition will gail from th tty port for 
the arctic soas. Tho loy waters aro not 
far away. Five or nix days up the plotur 
esquo coast of Norway to ‘Tromso, and 
then, about May 1, straight northward 
into the polar ocean, which Hos at tho yory 
gates of that far northorn town, From tho 
weathor which we havo had since our or 
rival here one would not suspect himself 
to be farther north than tho southern end 
of Greenland or beyond tho sixty-second 
parallol, For 10 days we have been with 
out overcoats. Wo alt by opon windows 
‘and sip our coffoo upon the veranda of our 
hotel, If transportation linos were always 
prompt, if transshippors did not Insist 
upon smashing up tho most proolous parts 
of our outfit, and if tho eager oyes of all tho 
officials in Norway wore not upon our pack 
of half a hundred draft hounds, we should 
be thoroughly happy, dospite tho near ap 
proach of the day on which we aro to 
plunge from olvilization into the unknown, 
the mysterious and therefore the dreaded 
regions of the far north, 

We have boen made wolcome in Nor 
way. The English understood us and ad 
mired eyon tho dashy Amorican way in 
whioh wo hayo set about our task, But 
those Norwogians, sons of the mountains 
and the flords, inurod to\the storms of tho 
arotio soas while pursuing whales and seal, 
have genuine appreciation of the diffoul:

The third dooumont was tho most {m- 
portant of all and the one which our enor- 
gotic ngont at the Norwegian capital had 
experienced niost difficulty in procuring. 
It wasn pormit to import to Norway for 
the usos of the expedition a pack of 60 
draft dogs. Without this permis wo could 
not havo passed this invaluable pirt of 
our equipment from the Netherlands to 
the Norwegian peninsula, for no steamer 
captain would have taken thom on board. 
Without it, moreover, 1t would have been 
impossible to disembark the dogs upon 
thelr arrival at a Norwegian port. Tho 
trouble was that the Norwoglans have 
upon their statutes a law forbidding, ab- 
solutely and without exception, tho im- 


to do nearly or remote with 
laws and authorities of our 


grand mountains overy summer, must 
doeave thelr dogs at home. English lords 
who hayo come hither to hunt and fish 
have sought in vain to gain the priviloges 
of carrying their dogs with them, Somo 
time ago an admirer of tho king of Sweden 
and Norway presented that monarch with 
® fine pes dog, but the king, considerato 
and consclontious ruler that he is, declined 
the gift on the ground that he would not 
presume to violate a law which his sub- 
joots wore required to respect. -The Nor- 
wogians claim that the dog distemper is o 
thing unknown in their country, and they 
have prudently determined to protect their 
animals from contact with the less fortu- 
nate brutes of other lands, 

Under these clroumstances we doomod 
ourselves particularly fortunate to secure 
the right to carry our dogs into the coun- 

try even under the rostrictions which wero 

imposod upon us. Tho permit stipulated 
that our hounds wero nop to be taken 
ashore and must bo left aboard ship 
throughout their sojourn in the country, 
or at least bo isolated upon some littlo is- 
land aot a safe distance from the inhabited 
mainland. No such thing as an importa- 
tion of dogs was ever known in Norway 
before, and naturally cnough when our 
pack of 58 scented tho shoro and sot up 
their lasty howlain tho port of Bergon ono 
pleasant Sunday afternoon half the popu- 
lation rushed to tho water's edge to sco tho 
¢lrous. Plenty of poliod officers wore there, 
too, and thoir eyes wore never onco ro- 
moyed from the howling, growling con- 
signment for sclontiflo purposes only, 
Chief Inspector Flood was there to dircet 
the process of transshipment and to sco 
that no foreign our came ashore to contam| 
nate the purer race of canines which is 
here supposed to abound. 

Fortunately ao stoamer was that very 
night bound for Aalosund, and fortunate- 
ly also no Norwegian dog was passonger 
abonrd it. If thore had been, our animals 
wonld have had to wait for another and a 
dogless steamer, A curious spectacle our 
half hundred boxes of dogs made as they 
wore lifted over the sides of the ship upon 
a lighter, where they were piled up ina

CmLLiwactowx—'' We are in grent 
distress, For God’s sake send us help, 
boats are the only miéans wo have of gut- 
ting around. If the water/rises much 
hi ee 800 families ‘Will be destitnte, Send 
us steamors that we may reach the cities," 

Luox-a-Luok—River suddenly changed 
its Course/into its ancient channel and is a 
raging tofrént through our streets. Pro 
visions are low. Tho stoamor that arrived 
to-day made a landing place on the top 
storey of the Hudson Bay Company's 
building. 

LanGLey,—Tho steamer is moored to 
the fing pole of a warehouse. Tho peojile 
are packed like sardines in the houses jh 
the high part of the city, Numbers of 
woaltby ranchers are destitute, having 
sayed nothing. The postoflice has bec 
turned into a hotel, the other houses being 
uninhabitable, 

Saumon River Serriement,—'‘Langléy 
Dyke has given away, burying 1,200 acree 
of ranches, The ranchers eacaped with 
thelr lives, Tho cattle wero nearly all 
lost.” 

And 80 tho reports continue to come in. 
The government is making heroulean 
offorta to save life and property, engaging 
allthe Canadian Pucific navigation boats 
in the rescuing service. Several subsorip 
tion lists are being circulated in each large 
city and thiniiacith of dollars have been 
subscribed. The authorities say the water 
will not begin to recede till the full ride 
on Sunday, and more appalling disaster: 
than haye yot been chronfoled are feared 

Water Rising Rapidly, 

The Fraser river has since rose tor 
inches at Now Wostininater, and the flooc 
{s atill rising. From point farther np thi 
river come reports that the river is nearly 
two foot higher than has ever boon known. 
Sogroat has been the destruction tha 
ocean stonmers passing through the Strai 
of San Juan de Fuca are now encountering 
floating roofs of houses and barns, anc 
innumerable carcasses of hoga, sheep an 
cattle that havo jiaaned out of the rive: 
with other debriv from tho valley. It {1 
estimated that over 2,000 families arc 
homeloss, and a property loss of fully 
$3,000,000 has beenesuffered. Steamers 
from the river and Puget Sonnd are stil 
OF1DE DIOBBOU iuey ene Wore OF Fascue, 

Though no more lives have been loat 
during the past two days thore have bodn 
many narrow escapes and tlirili{ng experi 
eneen, Many families have been duiven 
from thelr houses, One steamer brought 

settlers from Westminater lato Inst 
night. Among them was the family of » 
rancher from fear Langley. The men had 
built a etrong raft upon whioh he took his 
entire family and ten blooded horses 

They wore rescued in midstream after hay 
ing been afloat for ten hours, 

At many points there is groat dostitu 
tion among the unlucky settlers who have 
fled from their homes At tho Salmon 
rivor settloment, where the water Is ten 
foot deep in’ the flint, many familien nro 
huddled together on’ the high lands and 
living on one dcanty moal a day. At Hatz 
Ho the steniner Trdnafér'sailed up over 
forme and fenoes, over the Hatzliv Aides 
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At North Bend the water in a foot above 
the mark in the groat Hoods of 1882, ‘The 
warm weather continues, and there ta atill 
w laryo amount of snow in the monntains, 
Tho river may bo expected to rise much 
hiy An idoa of the depth of the water 
may be gathered (rom the fact that a 
ntoamoer drawing ale feet passed over soy 
eral islands in the contre of the channel of 
the river, On Wednesday night the water 
reached fourteen inches over the Canadian 
Pacific tracks noar Mission, and no trains 
have been despatched there,

Some of those were of the 
most startling nature, One of the news- 
papers contained a complimentary ad 
dress to the railroad officials, and signed 
by every passenger on board the train, 

The following information was yained 
from some of the hundred and fifty de- 
tained passengers: 

At Kootenay, all the lowlands are inun: 
dated by the rising of Koo and 
Columbja rivera, The distress among tha 
farmors is very great. Donnor’s forry is 
{oundated und tho water is rising very 
fast. The Robinvon and Nelson branches 
of the Canadian Pacifio'dre almost washed 
away, ‘Tho workmen at Ruby crook 
found floatiug in tho river,” says oue 
report, ‘‘a small raft, its cargo being the 
dead bodies of an entire family, 1t is sur- 
mised that after several days drifting 
about the tide-tossod waters without food 
or sleep, they castaways resigned them- 
sulyes to their awful fate, and hosbaud 
and wits embraced each other for the last 
tine, ted themselves with ropes to their 
their three litle oues, and after a seson 
of awful suffering, passed une by ono be- 

youd earthly trialy. Thus’ they © wére 
found” securdly bound together,” Many 
other such scened of hurror are expected 
to be developed before the mighty rivers 
sottlo to their former confines, 

Many of these sottlors were so)paralyged 
by the tromendons rash of waters that 
they made no attempt to save their cattle, 
aud hundreds thus perished when they 
oonld easily have been saved, Tho worst 
lias not been reached, This is because 
tho Cariboo Waters Lavenot come down in 
full force, 

All the Indian rauches are sweptiaway, 
Tho water is twelve iuches above the Hoods 
of 1852 The river has risen throo foot in 
the pust twenty-four hours and is atill 
rising, The track is washed away at 
Warren Rook and the rail passongers are 
bronght by boat direct from Ruby Creek 
to Wesitninster, There is a good deal of 
sniferiny in the city atid provisions are 
foarce, The meat supply will not last an- 
other two days — ‘'he dam at Hope Sloug! 
has broken away as well as the dyke an 
tho farmers in that soction have lost evory- 
thing. 

‘The flood is now ranning eight miles an 
hour and constantly increasing in velocity, 
‘The wator has risen six inches at Mission 
and eight inches at Langley, Roth towns 
are completely under water, and the 
greatest sufiering prevails, Chilliwack- 
town is inundated, and steamors aro sailing 
over the tops of /honses in that locality, 
The Hatzleo people aro sailing into the open 
doors of their homes in boats, 

There have been narrow oscapoa along 
tho line, notably at the bridge over the 
Nicola river, noar Spence's bridge, As the 
first eastbound train since the trouble

purchased by the manufacturers of the 
Binited States from Canadian prodnoers, 
On thoso manvfavtures the present tariff 
of Canada imposos a hearsay, which 
operates au 4 barrier to trade between the 
two countries, 

The Chamber boliovos that if Cannda's 
products are adinitted to our thurkets tree 
of daty it in but fair that Cavada should 
reolprooate aa regard# our in 
Our fishermen are outitled to 
ment than they have horetofore rec 
the hands of the Cpnadian Government 
Amorican shipping on the groat lnkea 
should haye the benefit of uniform navi 
gation laws, applying alike to Canadian 
and American shipping, and Americun 
railroads entitled to fair nnd non-diverimi 
nation for tho tariffe. ‘These great ad 
vantages, it was urged, could be obtuined 
by suspending the operation of our now 
tariff law as it applica to Canada until 
these questions can be adjusted by a coni- 
mission representing both the interests of 
Canada and the United States. 

“This subject is of great importance to 
tho agricniturists of the United States ax 
woll as to tho intereste indicated in tho 
report, The value of farming laud on the 
Canadian side of the frontior is inch lens 
than that on the Amorican aide, and the 
samo is true of farm produota, If the 
Wilson bill should become a law in ita 
presont form, it would practically unify 
values on both sides of the line, In other 
words, {t would lower land yalues on the 
United States side and increase them ou 
tho Oanadian, with precisely tho sane 
effect upon the products of that land. 

“While this might insure to some ox: 
tent, tothe benefit of consumers in the 
United States, it would unquestionably be 
detrimental to those of producers, but it 
would be of ineatimablo benofit to Canada 
Many farmers in our northern tier of 
States are largely in debt, and tho enact- 
mont of the Wilton bill would mean bank- 
ruptoy tothem. If it be deemed best, 
however, to make this snorifico In the 
interest of the consumer, it wonld seem 
but ordinary business common sense to 
exact from Canada for tho other intoreste 
montioned in the report fair treatment 
from the Canadian Government,”

The British National Reform Union Pass 
osm Resolution, 


Lonpon, June 6.—The couference of the 
Natlonal Reform Union, # movement in 
favor of the abolition of the Honse of 
Lords, or at least a considerable abridye 
montof the power of that body, was 
opened hore with Philip James Stanhope, 
M.P,, inthe chair, After the preliminary 
work of organizing the conference, Mr. 
Labouchore submitted a resolution that 
whonevor the House of Lords should reject 
a bill which had beon passed by the Ho 
of Commons, it would only be necessary 
for the latter body to signify its approval 
of the mensure by a formal vote, hie the 
bill would forthwith beooine law, In pro- 
poulng the resolution Mr. Labouchere said

OUTRAGES BY STRIKERS, : 


Fivyo Thousand Attack the Men of the 
[National Tube Works. 

MoKexsront, Pa., June 6.—The expect 
ed trouble at the National Tube Worke 
has oconrred. A mob of five thousand 
strikers broke down tho ontratico to the 
mill yard and drove the workmen employ 
ed in the various departments out of the 
plant, As the mon were driven out of the 
works thoy were surrounded by another 
mob of strikers on the outside and beaten 
with clubs and chased through the central 
part of the city. Several woldors crossed 
the Monoghola river. They were puraned 
by the strikera down the river, One of 
the mon was caught and soverely stabbed 
by his pursnors. His condition is oritical. 

The strikers intended to interoept the 
men whon thoy oame out of the works ut 
six o’olock and try and induce them ty join 
their ranks, The officials of the company 
anticipated a move of this kind and had u 
dining-room erected in the works where 
the men at work could got their meals 
without leaving the place. A foreigner 
came out of the shops shortly after six 
o'clock. Ho waa halted by tho strikers. 
The man drew a knife, and in an instant 
at least twonty strikers jumped on him 
and would have killed him but for the in- 
terference of police officers. 

Tho mob broke into the mill. Charles 
Manlin and Joe Koberky, tw? of the men 
beaten by the mob, are maimod for life 
and {ntornally injured, Councilinan 
Watson was mistaken for one of the non- 
union men and was badly beaten by the 
strikers, Tho mob stopped a street car 
and took off a man, who also received a 
severe drubbing. No one was killed, but 
many of the non-waion workers had nar 
row escapes at the hands of the angry mob.

PROM THE FLOODED VALLEY 


Description of the Desolation Along 
the Fraser River, 


PITIABLE CONDITION OF SETTLERS 


Tho Stoamor Transfor's Trip Through the 


Desolate District—Inhabitunts of Hatsl« 
Mute and Dased by Their Overwhelming 
Misfortune—Preparations Made for the 
Kellof of the Unfortunates, 


Vancovuven, B.O,, Jane 8,—Tho corros 
pondent reached Katz Landing late on 
Tuosday night after travelling over one 
hundred miles of the Fraser River county 
on aspecial roliof work steamer, Only 
those who havo soon tho result of the great 
calamity that has overtaken the province 
of British Columbia can conceive the mag 
nitude of the appalling disastor or desoribe 
the destruction wrought by the dontroying 
eloment, Hitherto the fow harried worde 
flashed over the wire has but faintly con 
voyed an impression of tho awful grandeur 
of the scene in full view for hundreds of 
milés along the once fair valloy of the 
Fraser, 

After a dangerous ran through five 
milos of flood, we reachod Port Harvey. 
Horo wo boarded the steamer Transfer 
which had hor nose run into the rond bed 
and which was moored to the rails, {Start- 
ing directly, the boat whirled around in 
the violent current ind her bow ploughed 
throngh the turbulent waters up stream. 
Atoncea scene of the most mournful 
desolation was spread before our eyes, We 
passed herda of half-starved cattle tied on 
the rafts with no one to guide the journey 
of the insecure raft, 

Thon two houses, tied with strips to 
swaying rafts, glided swiftly by, The 
families were at the doors with excited 
faces, but apparently safe. By some un- 
accountable means these enterprising 
neighbors had movored their houses to the 
Fatt. duet ACER mtbAb TRE oxy 
largo scow load of putrid carcasses of 
animals swirled by. That lot of cattle 
had atarved to death, 

A red handkerchiof was furiously waved 
at us a short distance off and the steamor'a 
hands were soon lifting out of a boat an 
exhausted farmer and his wife, The wo- 
man had fainted for want of food, A 
moment later we were again hailed, A 
man on the shore called out to know if we 
had seen o raft with two dead bodies on 
it Heheard it had just passed down. 
‘Tho man was dripping wet and looked as 
if ho had swam ashore. Perhaps the dead 
bodios wore those of his comrades, perhaps 
of his sons, The news of these deaths had 
not reached the city before our return, 80 
the bodies escaped observation. In a like 
manner news of many tragedies will never 
reach here, There were many other less 
exciting scenes on our trip, Tho steamer 
failed over the Canadian Pacific railway 
tracks and tied up at the Wharnock rail- 
way station, which was half under water. 
The people of Wharnock told numerous 
tales of wholesale havoc and ruin, stretch- 
ing beyond our vision. Mr, Robinson, the 
oldest settler in the province, lost evory- 
thing and the old man cried bitterly when 
he had not seen anything like it for thirty 
years, He explained it was all because 
the high tides of April, May and June 
came together, 

When Hatzic was reached the sun was 
shining ou a remarkable scene of striking 
beauty. The waters were hulf way up the 
tall trocs, and w dozen acres of straight 
tranks, with luxuriant brauches, resem- 
bled a floating forest passing swiftly by. 
Behind were the thountains, down whoso 
stone-bouud sides roaring torrents leaped 
and sprang from rock to rock like living 
things, and away up on the mountain 
tops wore the fatal snows, omens of ovil, 
but marvellously beautiful, Moving about 
tho trees were every concelyable kind ‘of 
crafts, thanned by people of the towa, who 
Were steadying their boats by pushing 
long polea into the mud. They stood 
staring at our boat with dull eyes, dogged 
and careworn faces. Two houses and a 
goueral store floated out towards tho 
steamer, but the people of the buried 
town never spoke, nover moved, they wero 

too wretched, too desperately indifferent 
to ask for assistance, The steamer hur- 
ried its passengers away from the silent, 
grim visaged waifs of the floating forest, 
and in avother moment deck hands and 
passengers wore pulling a herd of swine 
rom the waters that had tumbled off a 
raft rocked by the waves from the steamer, 
Soon Mission City was reached and a 
quantity of provisions was put off by the 
relief company, ‘The populace of Mission 
aro noted for their politences, and certain- 
ly one romarkable scone did occur. Half 
adozen mon strolled lejsurely along the 
, front street up to their waists in water, 

Here they met a lady in a canoe, they 

paused, doffed their dorbys and entored 

nto a quit chaff. 

Many roquosts for help were mnde. Ax» 
the steamer swung out of Sumas a band 
of Indians wero seon holding a barbecue, 
Tho ox had beon dragged doad from the 
river and tho half-starved red men wore 
devouring it, At present no atop can be 
put to this revolting spectacle which is 
said to be getting common all along tle 
river. The Indian ranchos have been 
awopt away for hundreds of miles, and 
with nothing tc ver them but blankets. 
Thone poor people are bivouacing on the 
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the canoes manne 
provisions up to tl

So are apponla made all 
along tho valley, Svores of timen the 
steamer ran into the woods and temporarily 
rolieved thoso hnman safferers, But tho 
dumb brntes had to take their chances to

No one can compare the loss snatalued 
by the hardy settlers of Kraser yalluy, but

Botwoen Lytton and Kamloops thero are | 
series of washouts oxtending ninety 
miles. The floods are not responsible for 
the latter trouble. As if the elements wore 
not satisfied with the terrible destruction 
wrought, a terrific hurricane swopt ovor 
tho mountains from the south, gathering 
snow clouds until with a roar of a million 
cannon it strack the mountains at Lytton. 
Here the snow clouds burst, and muvlting 
in tho fall, the contents were literally 
spilled upon the alkali ground, peculiar to 
that section of the country, and tho oarth 
ran like wet sugar undermining the track 
and eating away the embankinent for | 
ninety miles. When the cloud burat ter- 
tific peals of thunder came from each 
quarter of the compass and a hurricane 
lifted thousands of tons of rocks from 
thelr bases with trees, mud and oarth piled 
them on the track. This hurricane did in 
five minutes as much damage to the tracks 
as the floods took two weeks to do. 

Reconstruction work is being pushed 
with marvellous vigor an army of mon 
being at work ovor five miles of road, A 
railroad man put the entire loss to the C. 
P.R. at over a $1,000,000, Tho company 
have promised that there need be no idle 
men ih this vicinity for the next six wooks 
ns thoy will employ all comers. The 
track is to be rebuilt flood-proof along the 
Fraser. 

A hard, bitter season is before the 
ruined ranchers. No practical plan has 
been suggested as to how they aro to bo 
provided, but it is thought that the Govern- 
ment will have to come to theirrel{of.

SALISBURY ARRAIGNS THE BUDGET 


Lon Vital British 


Prot 


Lonpon, June 9,—In a speech in Lon 
don last evening Lord Salisbury mado a 
strony attack upon Sir William Harcourt’s 
budget, The death duties proposed by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, ho said, 
provides tho English brethron in the 
colonies with « rod of offence, They had 
caused tho first serious difference of opin: 
jon by Anstralia and England, 

Concerning home rule Lord Salisbury 
said that the crisis which had ondangered 
the integrity of the empire was now 
passed. He was convinced that in the 
next general election the people would 
endorao the action of the Lords in roject- 
ing the home rule bill. 

Among tho many problems that were 
Brealng oe solution, the labor problem 
was perhaps the most conspicuous, It was 
causing gonoral uneasiness and snuxiety. 
While the population of the country grew 
constantly the means of employment did 
not increase with equal rapidity, The 
tariff wall, which separated Great Britain 
from almost every otner civilized nation, 
was rendering the ohances of self-support 
fower than ever. 

The result of the diffoultios were largely 
new ones, and it would not be surprising 
to lenrn that the legislative machinery 
hitherto used had become inadequate, The 
Liberals had done nothing toward smooth- 
ing the way to the adjustment of class dit- 
erences, but had incited class against 
class. The Conservatives, however, hoped 
to preserve tho mutual harmony of tho 
classes und they would undertake the solu. 
tion of the formidable social problema,

The above figuros are {ndlaputable, as the 
Inspector of Logal Offices mush make his 
return on oath, In examining the foro- 
going table, attention is called to the foot 
in the Inspector's repord, stating that each 
of the eight Masters {on Ohancery were 
commuted on’the average (earnings by fees) 
of the previous five yoarr, and yet the fees 
have not for bho said five years exceeded 
fifty per cont. of the amounts pald to them.

French rosentinent against England on 
account of the Anylo-Belgian agroemont, 
has now taken What may be called an of- 
ficial form. It has been officially ox 

roasod in tho Fronch Chamber by M. 

{anotanx, the now Foreign Minister, anc 
official complaints and protests have beet 
addreased by the Fronch Government to 
the English Government, debate in 
the Fronoh Chamber on Thursday ought 
to be an instructive lesson to Euglish en 
thusiasts who believe in French good-will 
to England. Not one volco was raived in 
defence of the English action in Africa, 
not one expression of friendship for Eng- 
land was heard, or of belief in her good 
faith, Not one vote was given against a 
resolution which was doliberatoly pro- 
posed and deliberately passod as an affront 
to England, if not as a challenge. Thore 
are hints of moyements of French troops 
toward the disputed frontior. Aa there 
are no French troops nor French territory 
within 600 miles i this frontier, that news 
isnot very sorious, What is serious is 
that by the aide of the French Minister 
are noon the Bolocles and Delafosses and 
Etlennes—Anglophobes to a man—that M, 
Etienne, the most violent of them all, pro- 
nounced a benediction on M. Hanotaux 
and his speech, and that the Chamber, fol- 
lowing M. Etfeonne’s lead, adopted the 
menacing resolution «ho proposed, and 
adopted it by a unanimous vote. 

Mr. Asquith, having volunteered to act 
as mediator between the cab owners and 
drivers, several conferences have been held 
at which dologates from both were present, 
No result has yet been reached, Minor 
differences have been composed, the

A ROW AT TIPPERARY: 


Thirty Men Fight With Scythes—Twe 
Dead and Five Wounded. 

Dustin, June 11.—An old woman who 
owned half an acre of ground at Nenagh 
county of Tipperary, died Friday without 
leaving a relative or specifying an heir, 
Her neighbors quarroled over the posses 
sion of her land. Some thirty mon fought 
with soythes and pitchforks round hor 
hut. Eventually they broke down the 
door, upset the body and beat each other 
with the candles, which had stood round 
the body. When tho fight was ended two 
men lay dead at the doorstep and five 
others wore too severely wonnded to walk 
from the scene of the conflict.

Anlesund is not a largo elty, and many 
peoplo in America never heard of it, But 
among its 0,000 inhabitants aro hundreds 
of ablo business men, merchants who ship 
their products all ovor the world, learned 
professional mon, dignifled officials, All 
those joinod together to make pleasant our 
sojourn in thelr midst, ‘They certainly 
succeeded, for If any people in the world 
know the art of entertaining, or, what is 
better, have been gifted by naturo with 
tho warmost instincts of hospitality, these 
men of Aalesund aro thoy. Thoy felt that 
their town had been honored by being 
mado tho final outfitting point and port of 
departure for our expedition, and they 
wishod to show their appreciation theroof. 
So they organized anexcursion last Sun- 
day aftornoon through tho surpassingly 
benutiful Gotranger flord. For hours a half 
hundred of us, Norwegians and Ameri- 
cans, steamed amid foo clad mountains ris- 
ing sheer and rugged from the water's 
edgo a full mile toward tho sky. Wo 
watchod tho quaint boats of tho quainter 
peasantry plying to and fro and noted

The boata in- 
stantly became a contor of attraction in 
Anlosund, rivaling most successfully the 
best looking and at debonair members 
of our party in the affocti of tho Tadics, 
Tho trizm little eraft, whose sledge bottoms 
scarcely dampened themselves in the blue 
water of the flord when put overboard, 
wero ab onco surrounded by crowds who 
camo in fleets of boats to seo thom. We 
had been o little anxious as to the judg 
mont of the Norwegian boatmen upon our 
boats, for they are accustomed to tho use 
of heavy craft, with broader beams and 
thick skins. Beside such boats our little 
craft, though obviously of flne model and 
superb workmanship, were sure to appear 
frail as cookleshells, 

But the Norwegian boatmon wero do- 
lighted with the aluminium boats, Thoy 
rowed them to and fro and smiled as the 
shells glided so oasily over the water. They 
tried in vain to tip ono of them over, half 
adorn men throwing thoir wolght upon 
the gunwale of the Lockwood, as our boat 
No, 1 {8 named in honor of the gallant 
American who made the proud record of 
tho farthest north, Our second boat is 
named tho Parry, after that groatest of oll 
arctlo explorers of this century, Sir Ed- 
ward Parry, the Englishman who mado 
tho farthest north in 1827 that stood as the 
record in polar work for 60 years, starting 
from the same island of Spitzborgon for 
Which wo aro now steaming. Our third 
or working boat is named the Kane, in 
honor of Dr. Kane, the American who 
added so much luster to the record of our 
countrymen in arotio exploration. Tho 
Norwoglan boatmon cut up all sorts of ca- 
pers with theso little oraft and finally gavo 
thoir opinion as experts—and there are no 
better boatmen in the world—that thoy 
would do the work for which they had 
been bullt, that they were splendid sca 
boats, that they could be beached through 
a roaring surf, and that they would do ev- 
erything a small boat ought to do oxcept 
sail to windward. This wo already knew, 
and it is o point without importance in 
our scheme. We were therefore much re- 
Heved to learn that the yerdlot of the jury 
of grizzled boatmen and fishermen was in 
our favor. 

A Touching Farewell. 

Today tho people of Aalesund gayo us a 
farewell that touched all our hearts. Wo 
had appointed 2 o'clock as tho sailing 
hour, but long before that time the people 
assembled in a dense throng upon tho cus- 
tom house quay. Owlng to difficulty en- 
countered by our mon in getting aboard 
from the canine St. Helena the pack of 
draft dogs, some of which had become ob- 
streperous through their many days of idle-

ness, it was 8 o'clock before the Ragnyald 
Jarl steamed into the harbor, In half on 
hour our party Appeared, Americans and 
Norwegians, already the best of friends, 
marching side by side, and stepped oh 
board. At that instant the American col- 
ors wero run to the fore peak of the steam- 
er, the band on the wharf struck up ‘Tho 
Star Spangled Banner,” and the people 
cheered, In 15 minutes all the goodbys 
had been said, we had bowed our prottiest 
to thrice three cheors for the Americans 
who were not afratd to venture whore oth- 
ors had foiled, had responded (. 0 million 
wavings of handkerchiefs in the hands of 
fair friends, and the engines’ of the Jarl 
wero sect in motion, As wo steamed out 
the ships in the harbor dipped thelr colors, 
the guns of the fort fired a salute, and we, 
mounting tho boats that hung pon their 
dayits, set up three lusty Yankee cheers 
for Aalesund and three more for the firm 
of Kraasbye Bros,, who had so ad:nirab)y 
fitted up the Jarl for our use, 

We found ourselves’aboard a trim steam: 
er on route for the north pole. Wo oll felt 


poortnin indescribable satisfaction, after 
those months of effort, of preparation, of 
difficulties constantly arising and as stoad- 
lly overcome, in setting foot upon our own 
praft and jn pointing ‘her nose for the 
north. In thig day of arctio expeditions 
Which do pot oxpedite wo woro just hu- 
man enough to gather in our pleasant cab: 
in and shake one anothor by the hand and 
drink to our own success, The Ragnyvald 
Jorl is all right, She is today tho best too 
craft in the Norwegian waters. Not very 
Jarge—only 110 fect long, with o tonnage 
of about 400—but she has tho sharp prow 
and forward lift of an 1oe conqueror, Hor 
engines, though not of power like those in 
tho Majestio or Lucania, aro good enough 
for the purpose, and we are making seven 
knots an hour against o head wind. What 
is better than grent size or great power, 
tho hull is as strong as hull can be mado, 
hor fore hold being Iterally filled with 
strengthening timbors, Her machinery is 
all new, and on inspection by the official 
inspectors sho has bean rated Al, Lloyd's, 
in hull, bollors and machinery for two 
yoars “ 
A Fino Record, 

Tho Ragnvald Jarl has a record for work 
inthe ico, having made some of tho best 
yoyages in pursuit of bottle nose whale 
that are recorded in tho annals of that dar 
ing trado, It js snid of hor that wherovor

THE QUEBEC REDISTRIBUTION BILL 


Thin wure May Not Come Up Beforo 


Parliament This Sesston—A Hansard Re- 


porter of “Wying Roll’? Fame Dis- 


minsod—The Canadian Port of Entry for 


the Fast Line. 


Orrawa, Jane 12,—A few days ago 
Lord Aberdeon telegraphed to tho Lieut. - 
Governor of British Colombian, alluding to 
the genoral feoling of concern and sym: 
pathy which had been evoked by the ac 
count of tho dovastating floods along the 
Fraser river, and asking to be informed as 
to any steps which might be taken in the 
province with a view of alleviating the 
distress of the sufferers, His Excellency 
has recoived a reply from Libmt.-Governor 
‘Dowdney mentioning that the effects of 
the flood had been o stated; that the 
greatest loss was in this season's crops; 
that no lives had beon lost; that at the 
time of telegraphing there was little or no 
news of stock haying been destroyed, and 
that the Lient.-Governor would wire to 
His Excellency any further informution 
that he might obtain, 

It is lonrned that the Government haa 
at last decided not to introduce a redistri: 
bution bill for the Province of Quebeo this 
session, although pressure was brought to 
bear on the Premier und his colleagues to 
doso, Tho Government ia hopeful that 
once this statement is made in the Houso 
an effort will be made by all parties to 
reach prorogation before the end of the 
month, It is rather difficult to see how 
this can be done, with the French treaty 
and fast Atlantic service bills not yet in- 
troduced. Thon there is the franchise 
bill, At all events, prorogution will be 
reached in July, if not before Dominion 
day. The Government would like to bave 
their hands free from their Parliamentary, 
duties while the Interoolonial Conference 
in in session, 

Tho Government was unable to holil out 
any prospect of making erminal City, 
Noya Scotia, the port of call in Canada for 
the fast Atlantic line to J. ©. Forbes, 
barrister, St. Jolin, who, with some of the 

‘Nova Scotia and Cape Breton mombore, 

waited upon them for this purpose, ‘The 
usual promise, howover, that of considera- 
tion, was given the delogation, 

Thomas Elliott, John Joseph Hawkins, 
Robert Henry and H. M. Wilson, all of 
Brantford, are in the city and had au in 
terview with Mr, Haggart in regard to tliv 
subsidy for two miles of the Brantford, 
Waterloo & Lake Eriv Railway, ‘The road 
has been built and the subsidy granted for 
sixteen miles already, but the total length 
of the road is eighteen miles, and the del- 
egates want tho subsidy for the other two 
miles. 
$ City Clark Henderson received the long 
awaited report from Architect Hodgson 
and Edy respecting the cottage hospitals 
on Portor’s Island. The report stated that 
tho specifications wero very imperfectly 
drawn up, and many points theroin are 
difficult to understand; They have not been 
carried out or lived up to by the contract- 
ors in many respects; the foundations of 
the buildings are not below the froat line, 
and the buildings should haye been at 
loast tive foot higher than at present con- 
structed. 

Stephen Abbott, one of the Hansard re- 
porters of the Houso of Commons, {a a 
Member of the Flying Roll Brotherhood, 
and a boliever in the doctrines of ‘Prince 
Michael” Mills. It seems that tho Flying 
Rollora hold Friday in especial veneration, 
and are opposed to labor on the evening of 
that day. On two or three occasions Mr.

Rapid Work Made on the Wilson Tarif 
wih 

Wasuinotox, June 12,—Tho progress 
made by the Senate yesterday in the con- 
sideration of tho tariff bill was not only 
exceptionally good, but was ‘amazing ” 
to those Senators who had no idea of what 
was going to happen. Schedule ‘'H," the 
spirits and wine schedale, got through in 
less than threo hours, with very little dia- 
cussion and with no serious friction. 
Then came the cotton schedule, which had 
been looked forward to as the one around 
which the fight would rage longest and 
fleroent, but it was the unoxpocted that 
happened, Paragraph after paragraph |

withont, discussion, and it was not until 
after tha last paragraph in tho schedule 
was reached and disposed of that the 
rapidity of the pace gave a chance to Mr, 
Dolp (Rep. Oregon) to catch his breath 
and express his amazement at this legisla- 
tive rapid transit, 

‘Ten pages of the bill, he said, had been 
rushed through in thirty minutes without 
# single New England senator opening his 
mouth {u opposition, Their silonce, ho 
thought, was significant, Tho mystery 
which puzzled Mr.,Dolph was dissipated i 
when Mr, Aldrich (Rep., R.L) confessed 
that the schedule had boon most solontific- 
ally framed and that the finance commit- 
tee deserved the thanks of the cotton man- 
ufacturera for having consented to an are 
rangemont which, while the duties wer 
not high enough, were porfectly satisfac- 
tory, Tho jnte section, which was noxt in 
order, had not such smooth sailing as the 
@otton section had, which fact provoked 
tho sarcastic remark of Mr. Hale (Rep., 
Me.) that the committee had not paid so ! 
much attention to the pacification of the 
manufacturers of burlaps as to that of the 
manufacturers of cotton, 

There were some amnaing and interest- 
ing passages in a discussion over tho col- 
Inr and coffs paragraph, but the committes 
amendment was carried without its oppo- 
nents being numerous enough to parent a 
call for the yeas and nays.

the past ten years when Mr, Dun had 
drawn a cheque, Mr, Wiman had always 
drawn the olieques for the monthly pay 
roll. 

Edward W. Bullinger said that all his 
relations with tho firm had been through 
Wiman. At the poriod ander considera 
tion the firm owed him about $15,000, 

Mr, Wollman handed Mr, Bullinger the 
$5,000 cheque and asked if the signature, 
"E. W, Ballinger,” was his. Witness 
said that it was not; he had never author- 
ized Mr, Wiman to sign his (the witnosa) 
name to any instrament whatever, 

Augustus H. Wheeler, a public account- 
ant, was the pooplo’s next witness, He, 
sald that for seven yoars prior to February, 
1802, he had been bookkeeper for R. G, 
Dun & Co.

Miners Indignant at the Settlement 
Agroed Upon at Columbus. 

PrrtspurG, Pa, June 13,—Fifty seven 
coal operators and companies in the Pitta- 
burg district who had pledged themselves 
to abide by tho result of the conferenco of 
the operators and miners at Columbus, are 
preparing to reanme work at the compro- 
mise rate agreed upon. Many of the oper- 
ators who opposed the conference, say 
they will not pay the 69-cent rate, and the 
atrike will doubtless be continued at their 
pits. It is the general opinion among 
friendly operators, however, that the 
agreement will put an ond to the importa- 
tion of non-union men by the operators in 
the Thick Vein district, 

Tenux Havre, Ind., June 13,—The re- 
ports from the Indiana bituminous mining 
region are to the effect that the men are 
seriously opposed to accepting the terms 
agreed upon by their delegates at the 
Columbus conference.

Ieratus Wiman yosterday the prosecution 
put in tho letter written by Mr, Winman to 
Mr, Dun, It reada: 

My Dean Mu. Dun—I have had occasion 
to write you more than once in terma of 
humiliation, but never before under such 
olroumstancos na now, in which I hays a 
confession to make to you, It ja that in 
proporly and fraudulently 1 haye signed 
the name of E. W. Bullinger on the back 
of two cheques of your firm made to his 
order,, I will not urge that this was done 
without any evil intent, or that he would 
have signed them himself had 1 asked 
him, or that I had any intention of de- 
frauding yon or him. Simply and frank: 
ly, Tinust say that Ty committed this act 
without authority and most impradently, 
and caff ask no excuse or palliation, except 
such as in your ubundant oharity and 
goodness of heart you may in moroy ox- 
tond to mo for the sake of my dear wifo 
and children, and for the sake of the long 
service rendored to you. I pray God that 
your hoart may still be softened toward 
me and that I may not be made to suffer 
the ponalty of my offence, 

Respeotfully yours, Exastus WiMtan, 

Mr. Welliman thon rosted the caso for 
the peoplo. 

Mr. Boardman then began the cuse for 
the defence, Ho said that the charge 
against Mr, Wiman was the forgery of a 
cheque for $5,000 and the uttering of it 
after the forgery, Mr. Boardinan con 
tinned: ‘'We do not deny these facts, 
The sole quostion for you to decide is, did 
Mr, Wiman sign that cheque with the in 
tent to defraud his partuers? It does not 
matter what the judge may think, or what 
T may think, or what the learned district 
attorney may think, but, gentlemen, what 
do you think? We havo seen that Mr. 
Wiman had been in the habit of signing 
about 75 to 90 por cent. of the cheques of 
the firm, We all admit the testimany in 
regard to tho $5,000 and to the overdrafts 
made by Mr. Wimat. They haye proved 
that at the end of 1890 hia account was 
overdrawn $46,000, that at the end of 1891 
tho acconut stood $185,000 against Mr, 
Wiman, and that ot the timo tho ctheqne 
was drawn Mr, Wiman owed R. G, Dun 
& Co, $187,000, Mr. Boardman then spoke 
of his long friendship for Mr, Wiman and 
the lattor’s long record of benevolence and 
of public work. He reolted tho principal 
events of Mu Wiman’s life, and told how 
4s a poor lad ho had began life in Toronto, 
Canada, how he finally had come to New 
York to take charge of tho business of R, 
G. Dan & Co, i 

Mr, Boardman spoke for an hour and a 
half, All throngh hia address Mr, Board-

Iwas made manager of tho To- 
ronto office after a while at a salary of 
$1,200 ayoar, After that I was made 
manager of the Canadian, business, and the 
game of the firm was changed’ to Dun, 
Wiman & Co, I then had an interest in 
the business with a gaaranteed income of 
at least'$3,000 0 year. I remained in Can- 
ada until 1865 when I came to this city to 
take charge of tho general business,” 

'*Why were vou called to New York ?” 
was asked, 

“ Beoanse,” anid Mr. Wiman, ‘I was 
making about $30,000 » yen for the firm 
in Canada, and the business in this country 
was not paying expenses, When I came 
to New York in 1865 ‘the business was 
being run at a loss) When Iwas put out 
of it a year ago the annual profits exceeded 
half o million of dollars That is the 
result of my work for R. G. Don & Co, 
Shortly after coming to this olty I began 
work on the publishing of our reference 
book. It was great work. I set up a 
printing office and bought over twenty 
tons of type, at o dollar a pound, and 
enongh braas to cover a ten acre lot,”

*T wish to meke a belef commanivcation 
with reforence to the provislons in the 
Wiloon BIll regarding Osnadian log export 
duties, A Inrgo trade In the supply of 
Amorloan sawmills from the Canadian 
forests now extats, The sawmills of onnt- 
ern Miohigan, ob Saginaw, Bay Oity, 
Tawas, Alpona, oto, are largely dependent 
apon tho Canadian forosta north of 
Goorglan Bay for thelr log supply. Oana. 
dian logs aro also furnished to milla in 
northern Ohlo and eastern Now York, 
This trado lasb yoor amounted, ta round 
nambers, to $5,000,000. The Osvadian 
Government has shwon hostility to the ox 
portation of logs, and an export doty was 
firat imposed in 1866, whon under the 
statatory offer of the MoKtnley Bill, which 
provided that countrlos not imposing an 
export daty should recelye admiaston for 
thele fambor {nto the Amorfoan markub 
ata lowor rato than countries Imposing 
such duty, tho export duties were ro- 
notaded by the Canadian Government, 
The Mills Bill contained a proviston as fol- 
lows: * Provided, that if any export daty 
{a laid upon the above montioned articles, 
or olthor of them, by any country whence 
imported, all sald artlolea fmported from 
sald country a bo subject to duty as now 
provided by law. oe 

“The McKinley Bill alao contalned, as 
above mentioned, a similar proviso, ander 
the operation of which the removal of tho 
expord daty by the Canadian Government 
was secured, The Wilson Bill ts supposed 
to follow In the same line, bab the proviso 
‘as contained In that bi!l will not reach the 
purpose {ntended, bat, If the Interpretation 
of your momorlaliat la correct, will result in 
the Imposition of Amerloan duties upon the 
artiole only that Oanadian export duties are 
imposed upon, thereby supplementing the 
Oanadlan oxport duty, and furthorlog tho 
purpose of the Uanadian Governmenbd. 

[> fo respectfally sabmitted that thls 
proviso should read aa follows; ‘Provided, 
that {€ any expord daty ts laid by any for- 
ejga country upon any of the articles men- 
tloned in peragraphe 672 to 673, {nclasive, 
then al) sald articles Imported from sald 
country shall be subjected to the datles 
existing prior to the passage of this Act.’ 

‘Should this proviso be Inserted, 1b will 
Inovitably prevent the {mpoaltion of an ox- 
port duty by the Oanadian Goyernment. 1b 
{s that provision which the entire lumber 
trade In Mich‘gan, Oblo and New York, 
dependent more or less upon Canadian anp- 
ply for logs, {8 anxlous to nee foserted In 
the bill.” 

Mr. Charlton oocompanied his potition 
by a memorandumrolative to lomber and 
Oanadlau tmportations, in which he stated 
that the public domain (including timber) 
{s the property of the proylnces in Nova

‘Io {s clalmed by Moonse holders,’ sald 
Mr. Oarlton, ‘that the rate of crown dues 
and ground rent are a condition of ale and 
cannot be advanced. This viow of the 
case was partioularly admitted by the Gov- 
ernment of Ontario last yoar, whon ata 
timber sale held {n Toronto the crown dues 
upon the territory then brought into mar- 
ket was fixed ab $1.25 per 1,000, and all

“The imposltion of export dutles op 
lamber is a prerogative of the Dominion 
Government.

TAWA, Juve 15,—In the Honso of 
Commons yesterday Sir John Thompson 
introduced his electoral franchise bill, 
Ho said that the principal feature of the 
bill was that the revision of tho lists would 
provide for the coming into force of the 
Redistribution Act of 1802, The now lists 
would bo as laid out in that bill, although 

rovision would also be mado for the 
Rolding of byo-elections as the constituen 
oles were now constituted. The franchise 
would be the same as in all the provinces, 
Tho provincial lists would bo used by the 
revising officer as a basis for the rovision. 
These officora would add names and take 
applications of thoad who had been loft off 
the local lists, Tho differences between 
the local and Domingon lists were not to 
Groat as to necessitate tho payment of tho 
extra cost as uoder the new bill a revision 
could be made every year, While the 
Government thus gavo up its present 
federal franchiso for those of the pro- 
vinoes it was decided to hold control of 
tho lista by placing them for revision, as 
at present, in the hands of the Dominion 
officer, ; 

Mr, Laurier congratulated the Govern- 
ment on the change to the provincial lists, 
but he thought that the obnoxious foature 
of the Franchise Act of 1885—tho revising 
barristor—should be removed. 

The bill was read a first time, 

The “Alien Labor Law."* 

In roply to Mr. Lowell, of Wolland, 
Sir John Thompson said that the Goyern- 
mint had fot entored into any negotiations 
with or made representations to the 
American authorities with regard to the

DEATH OF LORD COLERIDGE, 


He Was Lord Chief Justice of England 
for Fourteon Yoars.

TOSS THE COINS YOURSELF. 


What Aro the Chances of Throe Pennios 
Falling All Heads or All Talls? 


Supposing 4 man to toss three pennios 
in the air, what are the chances of their 
coming down all heads or taile? That is 
a question disquiaodyin ‘a recent nuinber of 
Nature by Francis Galton, of the Royal 
soc ety, He upsets a popular delusion ro 
garding the laws of chance, It is obvious 
{ Uiat ot lenst two of the coins thrown in 
the air must tnrn up alike, for when the 
coins are on the ground there must always 
be either two heads or tuils showing, The 
que-tion then is as to the chance of the 
third coin taruing up a heador atuil. It 
is, of course; a even chance whether a 
third coin turns one side or the other, 

Is it, th ¢, an ever Chance that all 
three coins will be alike, Mr. Galton says 
it is not an even chance, aud that the man 
who bets his money on such a theory would 
loso in the end, He says tho relative 
chance of all three coins turning up alike 
is two to eight, and he figures it out in 
thisway: ‘There are two different and 
equally probable ways in which a coin may 
turn up; there are four ways in which two 
coins may turn up, and thore ure eight 
ways in which threo coins may do so, Of 
these cight waya one jo all heads and 
another all tails, While it is an even 
chance whether a third coin {is heads or 
tuila, it ia notan even chance that tho third 
coin will turn the game as the other two, 

In order to test the matter, Mr. Gulton 
tossed three coins eight tines. Only twice 
did they come up alf alike, while the third 
coin wis equally divided betwoon herds 
and tails, Mr. Gulton then mado 120 
throws of dice, wh three dice in each 
throw, the odd numbers counting as heads 
and the eyen numbers as tails, The 120 
throws wore divided into three groups of 
forty in oach, aud gave the result of all

didate, Hs spooches wore uaually telling, 
ex ho was o master ad reparteo 
and he ever had a» witty anecdote 
rondy to Illustrate any potnt that ho 
sought to make. As a writer he was {o- 
olstye and he dearly loved s controversy, 
ospeolally on a political ora rollglous sub- 
Joot, and it ts to bo wald tha he sol- 
dom got the worat of 10 1u his favorite fiold 
of newspaper discasalon, His last appear- 
ance In publio was on the 29vh of May ab

Mr, Fiiot’s charactor was of the mcat 
poalttve nature, He loved or ho dislik- 
ed—he wasa most affcotlonate friend or a 
bitter enemy. Still his hoart was as warm 
as bla temper, 25 was evidenced by his re- 
conolllation with many prominent oppon- 
ents whea thelr days of battle wore over 
and the last summons seemed near ab band, 
That he died at peace with all mon, and in 
the falth which had ao loag beea his 
comfort and his joy, there can be no doubt. 
May his example be of bonefit, to many 
who sorylye him, 

There will no doubt be many anedotes 

related of our departed frlend—of his 
groat powers of ondurance—of his ready 
wlt—of bis cheorfu) endurance of great suf- 
fering. Here {6 one, which exemplifies the 
latead oralt, even in his last houre: When 
solzed with bis last illness he objected to 
his adopted son (Mr. J. J. B. Fiint, Po- 
lice Magistrate) being sent for, However, 
when the aged Senator was unoonalclous 
Mr. J.J. B. Flint was sent for,and wont to 
his bedalde, ab Ovtawa. Senator Vilnt 
failed to recognize him and asked who It 
was. Bolng told thad Ib was John, the 
aged sufforer, with all his old cheerfulness, 
ropllod at John? John, John the 
plper’s son! 
Time and space forbld further reference 
to the subject to-day beyond this,’ that 
Mr. Flint was of great bonofit to Bolleville 
durlog many years, by his business opera- 
tlons, In which he employed hundreds of 
men; and those who will feel the keonest 
regret at his demise will be hia old em- 
ployes,

ni ho bad stolen by breaking up another 
douitic circle. Sho was only vightecn 
Yenrs of age, a princess by birth, and un 
wittiogly waiting for her doom—that of 
being buried alive in the ashes and acoria 
of Monnt Vesuvius, which “in sudden 
eruption, one day, put an ond to hor 
abominations, Well, one afternoon Deo 
sill, seated in the palace, weary with the 
magnificent atupidities of the place, saya 
to Felix, “You have a very distinguished 
prisoner, I believe, by tho namo of Paul. 
Bo yon know he is one of my countrymen? 
I sliould yery much like to seo him, and J 
should very much like to hear him 
speak, for I have heard so much 
about his eloquence, Besides that, the 
other day, when he was being tried in an 
other room of this palace, aud the windows 
were oper, I heard the applanse that 
greeted the speech of Lawyer ‘Tertullus, as 
ho denounced Paul, Now, I very much 
wish I could hear Paul speak.

A young man 
came one night to our sérvices, with pen- 
cil in hand, to cdrioature the whole scene, 
and make mirth of those who should ex- 
press any anxiety abont their souls; but I 
met him at the door, his faco vory white, 
tears running down his cheek, as ho said, 
‘Do you think there is any chance for 
me?” Felix trembled, and so may God 
grant it may be so with others, 

I propose to give you two or three rea- 
sons why I think Felix sent Paul back to 
the guard robm, and’ adjourned this whole 
subject of religion.

Another reason why Folix sent Paul back 
to the guord-room abd ndjoyrned this sub- 
ject wa yvery busy, In ordin 
ary tines he fond the affairs of state ab- 
but were extraordinary

For do you not know that the 
upholstering of Tyrlan purple in your 
palace will fade, and the warble blocks of 
Cosarea will crumble, and the breakwater 
at the beach, mado of great blocks of 
stone sixty feet long, must give way be 
fore the perpotual Wash of the sea; but 
the redemption that Paul offera you will 
be forever? And yot, und yet, and yet 
you wave him buck to the guard-room, 
saying, ‘'Go thy way for this timo; when 
I have a convenient season I will call for 
thee,” 

Again, Felix adjourned this subject of 
religion, and pe off Paul's argument, be- 
cause ho could not give up the honors of 
the world.

Was it al-| 
ways sot While he lived, how consured of 
legislative resolutions, how oaricatured of 
the pictorials; how charged with overy 
motive moan and ridiculous; how all the 
urns of acorn and hatred and billingsgate 
emptied npon his head; how, whon struck , 
down in Senate Chainber, there were hun- 
dreds of thousands of people who said, 
“Good for him, served him right!’ how he 
had to put the ocean between him and his 
maligners, that he might have a little 
peace, aud how, when he weut off sick, 
thoy said he was broken-hearted becau 
he could not get to be President or Secre- | 
tary of Stato. Ob, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetta! who is that man that sleepa 
iaiygae publio hall, covered with garlands, ° 
and wrapped in the Stars and Stripes? 
Is that the man who, only a fow months 
before, you denounced as the foe of 
Republican and Democratic institutions? 
Is that the same man? Ye Amerioan poo- ! 
ple, ye could not, by one week of ‘funeral 
eulogium and newspaper leader, which the 
dead senator could neither read nor hear, 
atone for twenty-five years of maltreatment 
ond carionture. When I seo a man like 
that, pursued by all the hounds of the 
political kennel so long as he lives, aud ' 
then buried under a groat pile of garlands, 
and amidst the lamentations of a whole 
nation, I say to myself; ‘‘What an un- 
utterably hypooritical thing is all human 
applause and all human fayor! You took 
twenty five years in trying to pull down 
his fame, and then tako twonty-five years 
in trying to build his monumont. My , 
friends, was thero over a better commen: | 
tary on the hollowness of all earthly favor? | 
If thore are young men who read this who ! 
are postponing religion in order that thoy 
may have the favors of this world, let me 
persuade them of their complete folly.

to do with the prosecution. ‘Lhe

hero, gentlomen, it is not improper for me

Justice Ingraham then explained the law 
in regard to forgery nnd added that in 
signing the name of Ballinger on the back 
of the cheque Wiman had come within the 
statute, but he is not guilty of forgery un 
leas tho intent to defraud is porfectly clear 

In putting that money to his own ac- 
count he had defrauded not only RG. 
Dun & Co., but altro E. W. Bullinger, 
against whose acconit the $5,000 was 
charged. Justice Ingraham then briefly 
over the fnots of thu caso us already pro- 
sented. Ho ended by saying: ‘' Gentle- 
men, it now rests with you to decide 
whethor that chequo was signed with in 
tent to defrand. That alone must deter 
mine your verdict. I kuow that your duty 
may be hard,” bat it {#8 hard for mo too, 
We both have a stern duty to perform, 
and we must do that duty regardless of 
any future consequences,” 

General Tracy then asked to have the 
jury charged that if Wiman had believed 
that he was really a partner of the firm, 
the writing of the @heque was not a forg- 
ory. 
panes Ingraham denied this applica- 
tion, 

General Tracy then mado many other 
similar requests, all of which were denied. 

The jury retired at 2.30, As the hours 
passed and nothing had been heard from 
the jury room Wiiman’s hove increased, 
He chatted and langhed with hia friends 
and seomed jn the best of spirits, ‘¢I am 
sure of a disagreement at loust,” he said to 
® reporter not ten minutes before the jury 
came in with their verdict, and only fif- 
toen minutes beforé Mr, Wiman had sent 
a telegram to his wife telling her that 
things looked very bright for him, 

As the jury filed into the court room it 
was very easy to see what the verdict was, 
The jurora showed plainly that they had 
decided adversely ‘Wiman’s fate. As 
Wiman rose to face the jury his ruddy face 
became dendly palo and he trembled vio 
lently, The foreman of the jury was 
much more affected, however, Iudeed, he 
was actually weoping when he delivered 
the verdict:—‘‘Guilty, with a strong re 
commendation for meroy.” The other 
jurors would not look atthe prisoner and 
hurried from the court room as soon as 
Justice Ingraham had thanked them for 
their services to thé’state. 

As soon as the verdict was announced 
Mr, Wiman fell back in his chair with a 
groan. His young son placed his arm 
about his father’s shoulders and the two 
sat silent for a fow minutes, Then Sheriff! 
Brown came and Erastun Wiman started 
for the Tombs and immediately after his 
father’s departure young Wiman started 
for home to tell his mothor the sad nowa: 

Both Gen. Tracy and Mr, Bonrdman 
seemed very much eurprised at the yer 
dict, Mr. Boardman said the oase would 
be appealed. Judgo Ingraham adjourned 
court until next Wednesday morning at 10 
o'clock when Wiman will bo sentenced, 
The penalty for Mr. Wiman’s crime {s im 
prisonment for not more than ten years in 
the State prison. There is no minimum 
penalty, it being discretionary with tho 
judge. 

After hearing the verdict Mr. Wiman 
said; ‘'Thero is nothing I can say. My 
case will, of course, bo appealed. I ain 
not guilty for I did not intend to defraud 
pee I was persecuted not prosecu 
ed. 

The usual motion for a now trial was 
made by Mr. Boardman, one of Mr. 
Wiman’s counsel. The argumente will be 
heard next Wednesday, Moanwhile Mr. 
Wiman will remain in the Tombs, 
Throughout the trial Mr. Dun and Mr. 
Douglass wero in constant attendance. 

To @ reportei who called on him at tho 
Tombs Mr. Wiman said, pointing to the 
four walls of bis cell: ‘Well, here I am 
convicted of afelony, It is a terrible 
thing, but, as yon seo, Ido not give way. 
I have gront energy, great will power and 
Tama philosopher. I will not let this 
situation crash mo down. 

"Believe {t or not,it in almost a relief to 
have this terrible ordeal over with, No 
one will ever appreciate what I have suf 
fored the last few years, tho terriblo strain 
Ihave boen under in the relations with 
my partnors, 

“Of course it is dreadful to think that 
I may soon be in Sing Sing prison, but 
the hope of the future will buoy up. 











I know now that I did wrong, but I oom 

mitted no orlme that I ever knew of. If 
had thought ondorsing that Billinger 
cheque was a forgery do you think 1 would 
not have torn itap? It was in the office 
and available, so that I could have de 
Stroyed it at any time, but I never dreamed

CHINA'S GREAT PLAGUE. 


Two Hundred Deaths Weekly—Natives 
Massncred by Mobs 

New York, June 18,—A San Francisco 
special to the Herald says: According to 
the latest mail advices from Shanghai the 
plague is still raging in Hong Kong, and 
over 200 deaths are reportod in a single 
week, The mortality is 90 per cent. of the 
total cases, The Chinese are flying to the 
mainland, Violent opposition is shown to 
the sanitary measures taken, but rioting 
is prevented by the military. No cure for 
the disease is known. ‘Iho official figures 
of thd deaths that have taken place are be- 
lieved to be only @ fraction of the truth, 
which the natives conceal. 

Nine native converts at the Catholic 
mission, Yeuchau Fu, in Shangtung, have 
been massacred by a pagan mob. The local 
officials refused either protection or pun 
ishment. 

The whole family of the Viceroy, Liu 
Kan Yih of Nanking, hag been massacred 
in Hunan by members of tho Kola-Hwei 
Soolety, in revenge for the Viceroy’s dras 
tic measures agaiust that conspiracy. 
Hunan isin a more disturbed state than 
over.

THE KARWIN CATASTROPHE, 
Two Hundred and 1 irty,one Men Perr 
ished in the Karwin Disaster, 


Vienna, Juno 18,—The number of men 
who perished in the Karwin mines has 
been definitely agcertained to be 231, 

Daring the 104 years the Karwin mines 
have been in existence there have been 
many disastrous explosions in theny The 
last was in March, 1885, when 102 men 
were killed, 

Tho mines are in two sections, and have 
an annual output of 700,000 tons, Most 
of the coal is consumed in Vienna, All the 
shafts were provided with the most mod- 
ern ventilators, including double doors, 
cOmnecting the working shafts with the 
air shafts, and oil lamps of the Muzlor 
system, The “Franziska shaft is 286 
mitres deep and convects by passago with 
the Juhaunes shaft, which is 835 motres 
deep. 

Count yon Lariach, owner of tho mines, 
was in the village aud personally suporio- 
tonded the work of reatue, which was car- 
ried on with more zeal than discretion,

Lord Rosebery’s foreign policy has 
further displonsed the Radicals, who large 
ly wharo tho views oxpreased by Sir Charlos 
Dilke in his recent lottor to the Chronicle, 
in which he challenges tho present foreign 
policy of England and accuses Lord Rose 

ory of haying renowed Lord Salinbary’s 
assurances to Italy in regard to the Medi 
terrancan, 

The Anglo-Belgian agreemont is becom 
ing more mysterious than ever, Mr, Henry 
M. Stanley, the explorer, seriously main- 
tains that it is an old treaty which has 
boon in tho pigeon holes of the Foreign 
Office for four yoars, and that ho himself 
signed it in 1890, haying suggested that a 
river is preferablo as u frontier to an 
imaginary line, Englaid, he declares, has 
only obtained a lease which ontitles her to 
trayol ovor cortain territory and nova lease 
of tho territory itself. 

Tho decision of the Khedive of Egypt to 
abandon his visit to London and Paris has 
greatly relieved the court and the Govern: 
mont, for if he bad been foted here the 
Sultan would have been angry. This has 
been an invariable experience hitherto, 
Such potentates as tho Khedivo, however, 
greatly prefer Paris to London.

Mothers and children wero olasved in 
one another's arma, All the women and 
some of the men wept and many ran about 
on deck as if mad, A giant Englishman, 
of oxceptionally distinguished appearance, 
earned the reputation of being the worst 
frightened man on board. His abject ter- 
ror was so ovident that he did more to 
aggravate the panin than did all the reat 
of the passengers, 

Tho first feelings of alarm was quieted 
by the captain’s announcement, after the 
examination of the ship, that there was no 
dangor of foundering, In the evening a 
thankegiving service was held in the cabin. 
Many passongers were still nervous during 
the night, but the next day confidence was 
fully restored and all aboard amused them- 
selves as usual with cards and jokes,

DONALD MORRISON DIES. 
Liberated From the Penitentiary Only in 
Time to Die a Free Man, 


Monrreat, June 20.—Douald Morrison, 
tho notorious Megantic outlaw, whose sen- 
sational capture, trial and conviction for 
manslaughter created so much excitement 
some five years ago, died at the Victoria 
hospital yesterday afternoon. 

Morrison was sentenced to fourteen 

oars imprisonment, but from the moment 
he entered St. Vincent de Panl peniten- 
tiary his health began to fail and efforts 
were constantly made to bring about his 
release, As his health continued to grow 
worse his friends and a large number of 
sympathizers renewed their efforts to ob- 
tain his pardon from the Fedoral Govorn- 
mont which were at lJasteuccessfal, and 
Morrison was declared a-free man on Mon- 
day. He was immediately brought to 
Montreal and placed in the Victoria hos- 
pee Ho was in o very wenk state, but 

ia condition did not appear alarming. 

A short time after his removal he was 
visited by several who had been inatru- 
mental in bringing about his release, The 
Roy. Mr. Patterson visited bim about two 
o'clock in the afternoon, with whom he was 
able to converse and it did not then ap- 
pear that the end was so near, Shortly 
after this hour, however, his condition 
gradually grow worse and he passed away 
quietly surrounded by a few friends. 

Considerable indignation is expressed 
that Morrison's release was delayed by the 
Government authorities,

UNITED STATES CONGRESS, 


The Sugar Sohodule to be Furthor Revised 
in the Sonate, 

Wasuinaton, Jone 20,—1t th tated tt 
has been practically decided by thosein 
control of the tariff bill in the Senate, that 
thoro is to be further revision of the sugar 
schedule. It is understood the sugar 
schedule, ax it will finally bo adopted, will 
place a duty of 40 per cont, ad yalorom on 
raw sugars and ond there. 

The discriminating duty of 1-10 
cent against all countries paying an 
port bounty on refined sugars will 
eliminated from the bill aw it is olutued 
that the 40 per cent, gives ample prot 
tion to the refiners to say nothing of the 
differential that is allowed them. The 
wugar sohedule will also be further 
amonded #o as to make it yo into effect 
when the other parta of the bill go into 
offect—immediately upon its passage. 

Anothor change will alsu be made in the 
wool schedule, As agroed to, the rate on 
the finished product in men’s clothing is 
fixed at 40 per ocent,, while the duty on 
cloth entering into the manufacture of 
tho same grado of goods is fixed at 
cont, This is a discrimination agai 
manufacture in this oountry that will be 
remedied by incroasing the duty on the 
unfinished product to 50 per cent, The 
committee has also formally decided to 
permit tho administrative act of June 10, 
1890, to stand and this will cat from the 
bill forty-nine pages aud remove o inatter 
that wouid hayo caused much contention, 

‘Tho tariff loaders of the House are pre 
paring to handlo the tariff bill expoditiounly 
when it comes back, No exact prograinme 
has as yet beon arranged, but the plans 
have matured sufficiently to satisfy those 
in charge of tho bill that there will not be 
another long drawn out debate, If need 
be a sories of special rules will be present 
ed to close debate on the various schedules 
and then a final rule to wind up tho 
whole question. Such a course will be 
adopted, however, only in case the debate 
gives promise of becoming interminable, 
It will not bo used to limita reasonable 
discussion of the Senate changes.

UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 


Progress Made on tho Wilson Bill-The 
‘Income Tax, 


Wasuinoton, June 21.—The progress 
mado by the Senate in the way of getting 
throngh the tariff bill might almost be 
culled phenomenal, Beginning at,10,80 
on the 118th page of the bill, it bad 
reached in five hours the 135th page. Then 
atone jump and with hardly an impedi- 
ment or objection 45 more pages were 
wiped out and all the administrative seo- 
tions of the bill were oliminated,

be oloar, practical and united in its resolu 
tions, Ho warned the delegates aguinat 
dangerous schomes which would be likely 
to impair thoir unity, Mr, Watson insist 
ed that tho ultimate soveroiznty of the 
ompire most rest with the people thereof 
Ho then moved the first revolution, which 
is an follows: 

“That the power now exercised by the 
House of Lords to mutilate and rojeot 
mensures passed by the representatives of 
the poople in the House of Commons, bas 
been systematically used tu dofeat reforis 
is inconsistent with the right of free, pop 
ular self.governmont aud should cease to 
exist,”

Mr, Watson's remarks, 
was adopted.

hat the meeting call upon the Goy 
ernment to introduce ® measure for tho 
abolition of the Lords velo power by pro 
viding that whenever a bill passed by tho 
Commons shall be altered or rejected by 
the Lords, the same bill may be reaflirmed 
by the Commons with or without such 
alteration, be subject only to Royal as- 
sent, and thereupon become law.”

New York, June 21.—The Iron Ago to 
day says: ‘Vhe partial resumption of work 
has given a number of milly an opportun 
ity to resume work, and the supply is 
therefore mone liberal, Still the quantity 
of raw material is very light and will re- 
main so until the coke strike is finally 
settled. Tho leading Cormellaville interest 
has advised some customers that they 
conld count upon a regular supply from 
now on, but the fact remains that on Sat- 
urday Inst less than 4,000 oveua ont of 
about 16,500 ovens were ranning. Nor is 
it quite certain whether 8 of violence 
will nut precedes the final collapse, Tn any 
event jt willtake some timo before the 
western steel trade will again be swinging 
along in its accustomed style, “Ib looks, 
too, as though at least one large Pittsburg

A Forecast of What in Intended as His 
Volitionl Testament. 

Romx, Juno 21,—A forecast of the 

Pope's onoyclical lettor, which is intended 

to be his political testament, has been ob 

tained. Whother or not it is authoritative 

cannot be ascertained, 

The Popo expresses hiv desire to clone his 
life with nn appeal to all men of every 
land and race to favor unity of faith. As 
regards the unbelieving nations, he de 
clares that the chureh will continue with 
unabated ardor to propazate the faith 
among them. He expresses his sorrow fur 
tho schisms and animosities which have 
torn great civilized vations from the Ro 
man Church and§ tolls of his hope that 
Divine morcy and omnipotency will bond 
the wills of inen ond bring them back to 
the one true faith, 

In addressing the Protestants he declares 
that there remains to them no certain rule 
of faith or authority; hence some yo so 
far as to deny the divinity of Cbriet aud 
the inspiration of the soriptures, ending by 
falling into naturalism and materialisi 

Tho last part of the letter is addrossed 
especially to. Catholics, Iu it he exhorts 
them to put off sloth, inasmuch as they 
lire confronted by people who threaten (ie 
faith and submit themselves wholly to the 
guardianship of the ohuroh, which is the 
ouly perfect society with a iistion 
teach and make laws in matters falling 
Within its jdriadiction without being sub 
servient to anybody or exciting envy, 

The Pope denounces Freemasons as 
enemies of religious unity, condemning 
especially théir so-called audacity in 
Rome, and ho calls on Italy and France to 
throw off the depotism of those seotarinns 
in ordor tht religiotis concord among the 
nations may exercise the evils of war. Ho 
dtrongly appeals to ralors to foutér religions 
union and strive to onsure that the end of 
the ninetdonth century shall not resomblo 
the stormy close of the eighteenth.

Killed by an Overscor Boonuse He Refused 
to Work, 

Campkrn, Juno 22.—Harry Richardson, a 
colored boy about eleven years old, camo 
here several months ago to work on the 
farm of William Hayos, near Crow Foot, 
The latter is employed im Philadelphia 
through the wook, and found it nocossary 
to employ some one else to look after the 
farm, so he engaged Sidney Plummer, a 
colored man living on Spruce atreot, 
Camden, tocome up and act as manager 
of the place, 

Plummer, howover, did not get along 
well with the boy, and Mrs. Hays told him 
he had a right to punish him whenever ho 
found it neces: He did so, but it did 
mot havo the desired effect. Finally the 
boy was rofused pormission to sleep in the 
house, and afterthat was domiciled in a 
henhouse on the premises. On Monday 
he was ordored to dosome chores, but failed 
ts obey and was seon liiding in the woods. 
Plummer becamo angry and cut. several 
oak switohos, which he bound together, 

Tho boy was ordered to romove his 
clothing, whereupon Plummer proceeded 
to whip hitn until he fell down and writh- 
od on the floor, A minute or two later the 
boy aroso and made for tho timber, through 
which rons a small stream, aud on reach- 
ing it he fell on his face, Plummer follow- 
ed, and on reaching the spot found that 
the boy was doad, 

Supposing he had been drowned, he 
says, ho throw a cloth over the body and 
thon camo to Mariton to give himself up, 
aftor having telegraphed the facta to his 
employer in Philadelphia The body of 
the boy was taken to Mount Holly to-day,

with homo for several months—wo write 
in hopes of boing ablo to send back by somo 
fishing smack on our way out to sea. 

As wo steamed out of the port of Trom- 
so this afternoon tho oltizons gaye us a 
hearty goodby. Tho quays wero croydod 
with people, who waved and shouted to us 





thoir good wishes, and cyory steam craft 
in port whistled its shrill farowell note, 
Salutes were fired, and a floot of small 


boats accompanied us for a milo on our + 


way. Tho Inst man to say goodby was 
Consul Aagaard, tho foremost citizen of 
tho town, who has been our agent in Nor- 


way, who chartered for us tho Ragnyald ; 
Jarl, scoured for us a number of tho men 


who accompany us, and who has with his 
practical holp and wiso counsel beon of in- 
estimable seryice to our enterprise. The 
hospitality and generosity with which this 
American pxpedition has been treated ever 
sirico our arrival upon tho shores of the 
country woro emphasized last evening by 
‘a farewell dinner at the home of tho con: 
wul. Wo sailed away with regrots not only 
for leaving our now found friends in Nor- 
way, but with keener qmotions os wo 
thought of tho hearts and homes far away 
in America that were darkened by this 
shadow of separation and dangor. 
Tho Party on Board, 

We are 25 souls on board, 16 of whom 
belong to tho expedition propor and 9 to 
tho crev. Of the 16 mombers of the oxpo- 
dition al] but 6 are Norwogians. One is 
on Englishman ond ono an Amoricanized 
Scandinavian. But we fear no trouble 
from this mixturo of races. Already tho 
most of us hayo lived together on ship for 

week, and we have had o happy family. 

ven moro enthusiastio than tho Ameri- 
cans over tho prospects of tho expedition 
are tho Norwegian members, and when 
they saw tho portrait of Dr. Nansen hung 
conspicuously in our cabin they exclaim- 
ed, ‘‘Wo like Nansen well cnough, but wo 
are out to beat him.’’ A fino lotof fellows 
we hayo in our Norwegian contingent— 
athletic, willing, indomitable, Throo— 
Oyen, Almo and Dahl—aro scientific men, 
Mr. Oyon being a geologist of wide repu- 
tation, who will remain in charge of our

Almo {s » meteorologist, student of the fa- 
mous Professor Mohay, ‘who has given 
more study to the motoorology of tho arctica 
than any of his contemporaries, Juell and 
Hoyerdahl are university mon, both famous 
runners on the ski, or Norwogian snow- 
shoe, the latter being tho fastest ski run- 
ner in southern Norway.

Our voyage up the coast of Norway was 
tho plenasantest part of our journey.

SCANDAL IN THE KAISER'’S COURT, 


The Chamberlain Arrested fe Writing 
Anonymous Letters. 


Berwin, Jane 28.—For some time past 
somo of tho exalted personages in Berlin 
have beon receiving avonymous letters 
containing Infamons accusatiins and con- 
yeying dite threats. ‘The Emperor interest: 
ed hittnsblé in detecting the author of these 
loiters, and as ‘a result bas cansed the ar- 
resto! his own chamberlain, Von Kotze, 
whom he charges with the offence, Gen, 
yon Halinke, chief of the Eniperor’s mili- 
tary staff, made the arrest, driving to the 
cliamberlain’s residence in a state carriage 
for that purpose, Tho prisoner was put 
into the carriage and driven to the mili- 
tary prison in the Lindenstrasas, ‘he ar: 
reat has created an enormous sensation, 
Vou Kotze is one of the masters of coro- 
monies at state functions. Many of the 
leaders of Berlin soolety haye for the past 
four yenis been persecuted with anony- 
mous letters, making all sorts of shameful 
accusations against their characters, All 
attempts to trace the origin of those letters 
have hitherto been fruitless, The oxact 
tie of the arrest is not known, but there 
is reason to suspect that Von Kotze return- 
od to Berlin from Shrubershan on Satur- 
day to be present at the ceremony of lay- 
ing tho corner stone of the new cathedral 
at Lustgarten on Sunday and wis imme- 
diately taken into custody, The friends 
of the disgraced man maintain that he is 
insane. 

Several princes are among tho many 
persons whom Kotze atinoyed, ‘This fen- 
ture of the conse, together with the fact 
that Kotze had long enjoyed the full con- 
fidenco of the Imperial family, has deeply 
incensed and pained the Euiperor,  Vari- 
ous attempts were made to induce him to 
settle the matter quietly, bunt he always 
replied: Ist him be tried just as any 
other oriminal,” 

Kotze’s wife, who is a fashionable 
beanty, waa absent from Berlin when tho 
soandal broke, Sho returned hurriedly, 
and humbly but vainly interceded for her 
husband with the Emperur, Kotze pro- 
tests his innocence. He was discovered 
through marks on a blotter in « fashion- 
ablo club where the letters were always 
Written similar to the traces on the blot- 
tors in the office of the master of cere- 
monios,

AMERICAN” INCOME TAX. 


Progress of the Tariff in the Senage--A 
Florida Senator's Sensation. 

Wasuinaton, June 23,—I'wo very im- 

porand amendments woro reported from 
he Finance Committes of the Senate on 
the income tax provisions of tho tariff bill. 
The one was to reduce the exemption from 
#4, 000 to $8,000, and the other was to have 
deducted from tho annual profita of bank- 
ing, railroad and other corporations on 
which the tax is to be assessed the sums 
Rea out for working expenses, the fixed 
barges (interest on bonded indebtedness) 
and losses for tho year, 

The day's session was spent in discussion 
of the income tax feature uf the bill, but 
no vote wastaken on any of tho amend- 
monts.

Winnipeg—His Career.

» Alexandre Tabho was born July 23, 1823, 
at Riviore du Loup, of an ilnstrious 
family of French origin, He was 4 son of 
Oharles Taohe and Henrietta Bonohier, 
Finishing his olassioal studios nt the col- 
lege at St, Hyacinthe he wont to the Semi- 
nary of St. Sulpico at Montreal to pursue 
his theological course. He concluded with 
the Oblate Fathers at Longeuil and was ro- 
ceived into the priesthood, 

Thon ho wont wost, Six years, under 
many trials and tribulations he spent 
ovangolizing the savages of the Northwest. 
With the missionarios of his congregation 
ho pushed his spiritual congnest into 
regions itherto anknowh to white men 
Pins IX., in the oonsistory of . une 18 
1850, preconised Father ‘Tache, cow ljuta- 
tor bishop of Arath in partibus with the 
right of succession to Mar, Provetchor, 
bishop of the Northwest, now called St. 
Boniface, 

Ho was consecrated. bishop November 
23, 1851, at the cathedral of Viviers, 
Bishop Provencher dying on Juve 7, 1859, 
left Bishop Tache in possession of the 
diocese of St. Boniface, lu 1855 the 
Hudson Bay Company nominated lim 
counsel to the Government of A-sinibola, 
and on June 17, 1867, he was appointed 
prelate assistant to the pontifical throne, 
Ho was nominated Archbishop of St. 
Boniface on September 22, 1871, and ap- 
pointed shortly after. He had so much 
control over the Indians of the Northwest

He is 19 years 
old. While in Cette he carned 30 francs a 
month besides his bourd and lodging.

“Of course T have hopes,” he said, “I 
rogurd this short stay as a’ good omen, 
although I do not see how the justice could 
do anything oles, I expect that my conn: 
sel’s efforts will be aucceasfalehow vould 
they beanything elue? Justice must reign, 
As to tho logal part of this thing [know 
but little. I do know that I have tho 
sympathy of nearly everybody. I am in 
the ont Of honlth and spirit, Some of 
the papers have said I was depressed, but 
that is incorrect. To have a good charac- 
ter is a groat comfort in such times and 
thon to receive such asanrances of sym- 

athy as I have from perfoot strangers, 
it cheers mo more than all the bolts and 
bars in the world depress,” 

Mr, Wiman fools that his appeal will be 
successful and that a new trial will vindi- 
cate him, 

* That's what I want,” he said, rabbing 
his hands together, “not a pardon, but 
vindication, and that will come when the 
matter rises from the purlious of the dis- 
triot attorney's office to theloftier attitudes 
of the Court of Appeals, whore justice and 
tho law prevail, Inever knew how many 
friends I had until Igot here, Evory mail 
brings me generous words of sympathy 
and o!

DEATH FROM A PECULIAR CAUSE, 


Two Men Killed by a Dischurge of Eleo- 
tricity From a Steel Cralser. 


Wasuinaton, June 28,—Reports have 
reached the navy dopurtmont of aw re- 
markable phovoimenon which occurred at 
the Norfold navy yard in which two men 
were instantly killed and a number of 
others knocked senseless by an electric 
discharge. Considerable mystery still 
rests about the occurrence and it has not 
yet been possible to obtain fall particulars, 

It appears from the account received 
that the steel cruiser Raleigh — was 
in the wooden dry dock and a 
number of mén were working in her 
hall when a thunderstorm swept over the 
naval station, ‘Lhe workmen sought 
shelter benvath the vousel which rested on 
blocks in the centre of thedock. Sudden 
ly withont warning two of the meu foil 
dead und most of the othors were knocked 
Kenselesa by an electrical discharge, ‘I'he 
Officers of the vexsel, who were sitting 
about on deck did not feel the shock but 
all the compasses aud similar instraments 
were affected and the vessel has been 
permanontly magnotized in sich a manner 
as to render the eléttric apparatus and 
compasses useless without considerable 
repairs aud adjustinent, The only ex: 
planation that is offered by naval officers 
for the escape of the officers of the vbssal 
from the sliock is that the Raleigh was ins: 
lated by being on the blocks wiich were, 
dry, whilo the men who were killed or 
injured were in the shallow water at the 
bottom of tlie dock:

Panm, Juno 28,—M, Casimir-Porlor, 
Prealdout of the Chansber of Doputies, was 
elected President of Irance to succeed the 
lato President Sadi-Carnot, on the firet 
ballot, by a vote of 451, The Chambor of 
Depution {a composed of 584 deputios and 
the Senate is composed of 800 mombora 
Pho total number of votes cast wan 801, of 
Whisk alx wore cancelled because of irregu 
Jarition, leaving 845 valid votes, Of these 
451 wore onst for / Canimir-Perier, 101 for 
M. Brinson, 99 for M, Dupny, 50 for on. 
Foyrier, 77 for M, Arago and 18 wore 
noatteriog, M, Dipuy wav present when 
the result of the balloting was read. 

When the President of tho Sonate in 
formed Casitmir-Perior that ho had beon 
proclaimed President of the republic the 
latter's emotion almost overcame him, and 
the landau, which was to convey him to 
Darls, and the squadron of mounted lancers 
Which were to escort him were obliged to 
walt until the nowly-elected executive bad 
rosted sufficiently t over his calmness 

Publio satisfaction at the rosult of the 
election is general and overything is 
tranqail 

Casimir-Porier, President of the French 
ropublio, loft Versailles for Paris in the 
aftornoon, Prémier Dupuy accompanied 
hins, wud a number of journalists spoon 
luted as they drove away ax to the nature 
ot M. Dupny's conversation with his vic 
torious rival on the way to the capital. 

The President and his party were 
escorted by a troop of mounted lancers 
Aw the President was about to drive away 
some one in the crowd threw a bouquet, 
tied with the Amerivan colors, into hiv 
carriage, Tho Prosident took hie depar- 
turd trom Versailles amid the rattle of 
drums aud the bows, smiles and choera of 
the crowd, who shouted; ‘' Vive la Presi- 
deat,” Vive Caximir-Porier,” until the 
party were out of sight. 

Casimir-Perier’s speech to the friendly 
doputies,;whom ho received before his de 
parture, was as follows; 

“I dan scarcely control the emotion that 
Tfevl at this moment Tho national as 
sombly confera on me the highest honor 
that a citizen can receive, While impos: 
ig on me the heaviest moral responsibility 
thata man can bear, | shall givo im 
country all the vigor and patriotisin that L 
possess, I sball give the repablio all the 
ardor of convictions which baye never 
wavered, Ishall give the democracy all 
my devotion and all my heart, aa did he 
who is now no more, whose loss wo rever- 
ently deplore. I sball endeavor to do my 
duty—my entire duty.” 

As the ininisters were leaving the palace 
the carriage passod an oxploding squib, 
The noise resembled at a distance the 
report of a pistol and created some alarm. 
Somebody in tho crowd.cried: “What, 
already ?” Casimir-Perier drove with an 
escort of dragoons, He looked nervous 
and white, 

Tho socialist depntiea met last evening 
aod drew up a manifesto protesting agaloat 
Casimir-Perier's election as a mouace to 
the republic, 

Loxpox, June 28,—All the London 
imorning papers comment favorably on 
the election of Casinir-Porier. 

Rome, June 28,—Politioians in Rome 
are pleased with the election of Casimir 
Porier. They say that be ofteu hus shown 
w# friendly disposition to Italy, 

The Assassin's Trial. 

Lyons, June 28,—Tho trinl of Cosario 
Santo, tho anarchist assassin of Presifont 
Carnot, is to take place on July 23, 

A photograph of the murderer has not 
Yot been taken, His left eye is closed and 
hie lips wre mach swollen from the blows 
ho received before he was taken into cus- 
tody,

MKolr-Hardle Objects to Congratalations og

Thore is, howover, 
but little fear of his being defeated nt the 
polls, for the Suttor family has beon 
identical with Bathurst (his constituency) 
almoat since tho firat settlement of the eo) 
ony, and the electors of that city are not 
going to ‘'go back” on dn old and triod 
Tepresontative, especially when ho is at. 
tending an important conferonvo on be 
half of his native country. Mr. Suttor is 
a Now South Welshinan of the purest type, 
and isan oxcellent reprosontative of the 
kind of gentlemon this colony produces, 
His grandfather, Mr. Goorge Suttor, a cele,

Buttor was acting Colonial Seoretary, and 
gained universal encomiums for his ad- 
ministration of that department, A 
thorough gentleman, woll acquatuted 
with the neods and position of his native 
land, Mr, Suttor should wAkg™an oxcellent

Tho Victorian Delegates. 

Tho Government of the colony of Vic 
toriahas solected three gentlemen to re- 
prosent it at the Ottawa conference, ‘Thoy 
aro Sir Henry Wrixon, M,P., Hon, Nichol 
os Fitzgerald, M1.C., and Hon. Simon 
Fraser, M,L.0, All threo go over with 
the determination to do their utmost to 
bring abont reciprocal trade relations with 
He Dominion, and to draw closer the 

nds which should unite the great ool- 
onies of the Empire. 

Sir Henry J. Wrixon, one ot the dole- 

ates. from Victoria, je an Irishnian by 

irth, haying aeon tho light near Dublin 
in October, 1889, He came out to Austra- 
11 years old, bat returned to 


HON. NICHOLAS FITZGERALD, M, L. ©, 


Dublin in 1858 to study law, being called 
to the Irish bar in 1863, For some yeare 
he was an old world journalist, but ro° 
turning to Victoria after being admitted to 
tho bar, was in turn oalled to practices 
his profession in that colony, and 
devoted himsclf to its pursuit with 
such aassiduity that he soon  achiey- 
ed an enviable reputation. In 1868 
he was elected to represont Belfast in tha 
Legislative Assembly, and took ‘offive na” 
Solicitor-Generalin the McCulloch’ Ministry 
two years later, Since then he has helt 
office in various Governments, his last 
Cabinet position being that of Attorney- 
Gonoral from 1886 to 1690, and hus almost 
continually occupied aseat in the Assembly; 
in fact, ho is only now resigning his sent 
asamomber for Portland, because he in- 
tonds to be absent for over twelve nionths, 
and considers that his constituents should 
bo represented during his absence, Mr, 
Wrixon was knighted jn 1891 in recogni- 
tion of his services in representing his 
colony before the Imperial Privy Council 
in an important constitutional case arising 
vut of the Chinese Restriction Act, He 
has beon respousible for much progressive 
legislation, bis principal achievement being 
the inception and passage of the Criminal 
Law Amendment Bill. Sir Henry, who is 
a fluent speaker, was a delegate to the 
Australian federation convention in Sydney 
in 1891. 

Hon. Nicholas Fitzgerald, another of the 
Victorian delegates, is, like Sir Henry 
Wrixon, of Irish birth, He was born at 
Galway, in August, 1829, entered ‘Trin- 
ity College, Dublin, in 1845, where he ob- 
tained honors, and in 1849 gained a firat- 
class scholarship at Queen's College, Gal- 
way. After spending some yoars in Coey- 
lon and India, ko went to Australiain 1859 
and established the Castlemaine brewery, ! 
the fame of the beer of which is as wide. 
spread in all these colonies as {s Davies’, 
Carling’s, or Labatt’s in Cinada. He has 
beeu a member of the Logislative Council 
for thirty years, having been olected for 
the Northwost province in 1864, and, being 
Jargoly interested in the quostion of reli- 
gious education in tho achools, is regarded | 
46 the mouthpiece of the Roman Catholio 
party in the Upper House, He also was a ! 
delegate to the federation convention in 
1891, and thus stands in'tho\front rank of 
reprosentative men.

A Canadian trom Victoria. 

Hon. Simon Fraser, M.L.C., tho third 
delegate from Victoria, will ocoupy a 
peculiar and interesting position at the 
conference, inasmuch as ho is a Canadian 
by birth, althongh Anatralian by adop- 
tion, The youngest son of Mr. William F 
Fraser, mill owner and farmer, he was 
born at Pictou, N.S,, on August 21, 1834, 
so that ho stands a very good chance of 
colebrating bis 60th’ birthday at his native 
town. ~- Educated at the Hast River Somi- 
nary, he went to Australia when 18 yoars 
of ago, and wont at once to the gold’ dig- 
gings, where he spent some time with fair 
success, Afterwarda ho became  contrac- 
tor, and successfully carried ont: many 
Works in Victoria, New South Wales and 
South Australia, subsequently becoming a 
large squatter, and having vast pastoral 
interests in Queensland, Victoria and New 
South Walos. At the general elections of 
1874 he stood for Roduey in the interost 
of tho Franola Ministry, and was returned 
by & large majority. He wan ro-elected in 

1877, but, after representing Rodney for 

nine yoars, resigned in order to visit Ka 
rope and America. In 1886 ho contested 

West Melbourne, but was defeated, and 

suffered « similar fate in April, 1886, when 
he was a candidate for the Legislative

Captain Josoph Lee, a Man With a Oareer, 
Dies at Windsor,

| Loxpox, Juno 30,—London’s new tower 
bridge, which was opened today by tho 
Prince of Walos, ia near tho famous old 
tower of London, and connects Bermond 
| aloy, Walworth, Camborwell and Pockbatn 
on tho south banks of the Thames with the 
| woatorn part of the old city on the north 
| bank 
|“ Acvording to the Lord Mayor of London 
the bridge has cost the corporation over 
| £1,000,000, The bridge was begun tn 
1886. ‘From 600 to 800 men have since 
been constautly employed on it, Seven 
men havo beon killed since its construction 
was began, Tho bridve, with approaches, 
{se half a milo long. ‘The high level xpans 
are 142 foot above high water; the short 
spans a ) foot and the middle are 200 
foot long. ‘The “bascules” weigh 80 tons 
oaol; the leat ballast on the ‘shortleg 
Wwolglia 200 tons. About 2,000,000 rivets 
have been vised in its constriction, 
The bridge was designed the city 
architect, the Inte Sir Horace Jonos, who 
bad associated with bim Mr, J, Wolfer 
Burry, who bas boon engineer of the un 
dortaking, aud it has been built for the 
corporation of London under the direction 
of the Bridge house estates committer, It 
consists of three spans, The roadway faa 
lifting bridge on the basonle principle, that 
iw to bay, the two levers rive tn 4 Yortic al 
direction, aud are counterpolsed on their 
juner end ‘The opening betweou the 
plera is 200 feot, ‘Tho leaves of tho bas 
cule or roadway bridge aro to be moved by 
hydraulic machinery, placed In suitable 
chambers in the pier ne centre of the 
pivot is 18 feet 3 inolies inside Yio contro 
of the pier. 

The steel ekeleton of the bridge towers 
is incased in mosoury, that it may har 
monize no far as posible with the neigh- 
boring tower of Loudon, For foot pas 
sonyera the two towers are connected at 
the top by owo fixed spans, ‘Lhe height of 
the columns of the towers is 119 feet 8 
{nches, There are threo landings to each 
tower, the floors being of steel, The ap: 
proaches to the plors are on the suéponsion 
principle, each hain belug in two seg 
ments of auequal length, hore are two 
hydraulic passenger elevators or ** lifts,” as 
our English cousins call them, in each 
tower, in addition to the stuircases, 

Sir Benjamin Baker has said that he does 
not know of any other bridge foundations 
with such dimensions 4s those of the tower 
bridge excopt in the case of the Brooklyn 
bridge. In sinking the foundations for 
the piers oight rectangular iron caissons 
wero used for each pier, timber cofferdams 
being specially forbidden by Act of Par- 
liament, These oaissons were 23 feet 
square, 

The material for the masonry of tho 
bridge is rock-facud granite on the walls 
and fine axed granite on the open parte. 
The turrets and windows are Portland 
stove and the roof is of slate.

Another Stage Keuched in the Wilson 

Tariff i11l--Reclprocal Arrangements. 

Wasiixeron, June 80 — Tho tariff 
bill, after an incubation period of 
thirteen weeks in the committee 
of tho whole, has been taken ont 
out of the committes and reported to the 
Senate. The bill and amendments were 
ordered to be printed, and will come up 
for the action of the Seuate on Monday, 
Then all the important amendments that

Qrrangémeuts ore inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act.” It was agreed to 
Wwithont a division, and then a motion to 
lay tho section on the table was rejected.

BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


The Armed Assistance to be Counted on 


From the Colont 


Loxpon, June 80.—In the House of 
Commons Mr, Charles KE, H. Vincent asked 
the Government to strte to what extent 
assistance could be counted upon by the 
Imperiai Government froin the relf-goy- 
erned colonies in the event of un emer- 
genoy. Ho also asked what was the aunnal 
expenditure for armed defenve in ada, 
Australasia, New Zealand, Cape Colony nnd 
Natal, 

Mr, Sydney Buxton, Parliamentiry Seo- 
rotary for the Colonies, said hu was unable 
to auswer Mr, Vincent's questions at once, 
The extent ot the assistance which the 
Imperial Government: might rely upon, he 
said, depended very lurgely upon the nature 
of the emergency, ‘There was no question, 
however, aa to the spirit of the colonies, or 
their readiness to Assist the Mother Country, 
Thiv was evinced by the many offers of 
help during the campaign in the Soudan. 
He would endeavor, however, he said, to 
obtain the information requested as to the 
Jannual oxpenditures in the self-governed 
colonies which he thought very probably 
was in the possession of the Imperial Do- 
fonce Committee. 

Sir Charlos Dilke suggested that the in- 
formation be presented to the House in the 
form of parliamentary paper. Mr. Buxton 
promised to vonsider the suygestion,
